Proposal to Settle a Finnish 
Colony on Malcolm 
Island. 



Aflreement Is Now Under Con- 
s [deration by the Provincial 
Government. 



Scheme Will Add 10,000 to the 
Population of British 
Columbia. 



The proposal to colonize Malcoiru is- 
land, Hupert district, with Finns, which 
has been under consideration by the Pro- 
vincial goverumeut for some time past, 
lias at length taken definite form, and it 
is hoped that a satisfactory arraugenuat 
will be consummated at an early day. 

Yesterday -Mr. Mutti iMurikka, who is 
the leading spirit in this scheme of Finn- 
ish colonization, was in close conference 
witli the government and the results, it 
is understood, is all that he can wish. 
The government, recognizing the import 
nnee of the movement, received Mr. 
Mnrikka's proposals in a liberal spirit, 
and dealt with them on broad lines, only 
touching upon details where these were 
necessary to conserve the general public 
interests. 

The concession proposed to be granted 
to the Finns — Malcolm island — is a heav 
ily wooded area, with a few small tract 
immediately available for cultivation. In 
its present condition it is not a spot to 
attract the ordinary Canadian or British 
farmer, but the Finns come from 
heavily wooded country and they nre 
willing to undertake the clearing of th 
land and making of homes by hewing 
them out of the wilderness. They ur 
expert axemen, gocd farmers, under 
stand the breeding and raising of stock 
and are famous butter makers, in fact 
just the class of settlers needed to fill up 
the waste places of the province. The 
agreement which they nre desirous of 
concluding with the government provides 
that a settler or head of a family shall 
be placed on every SO acres of land con- 
tained in the island within seven years 
from the signing of the agreement. That 
means the settlement of 3,500 souls 01 
an island that has not a *eore of in 
habitants at the present time, and if half 
of tile 3,500, a moderate estimate 
heads of families it means an addition 
to tlie population of the province of at 
least 1(1,000 people. The concession asked 
for seems extremely moderate and rea- 
sonable in view of the undoubted bene- 
fits which will accrue to the provinci 
should the scheme prove successful, nnd 
there is little fear but it will, for the 
Filing arc a determined and progressive 
race not easily discouraged iby natural 
diiliciilties, satisfied witli smnl! thin? 
but ambitious to overcome obstacles 
and aehiere their great object— the mak- 
ing of a home. 

The basis of agreement proposed by 
the government and accepted by Mr. 
Murikkit is substantially as follows: 

The Finnish leaders in the province 
(who are, by the way, among the most 
thrifty, temperate and law-abiding of 
Nanalmo's population) will form them- 
selves into a company to be known as 
the Kalevan Kunsa 'Colonization com- 
pany, limited. Ah soon as the com- 
pany has secured a charter, and fulfilled 
every other requirement demanded by 
the government, it will obtain a free 
grant of Malcolm island ror purposes of 
settlement, upon the following terms and 
conditions: 

The company shall perforin in the ag- 
gregate the amount of improvement* re- 
quired under the Land act, viz., #2.50 
per acre for the whole 2S,u»o acres, more 
ur less, and shall, for a term of seven 
years after the signing of the contract, 
on their own behalf mid without cost 
to tin? goverumeut, make all public im- 
provements required by the settlers, in 
the making of roads and building of 
bridges aim wharves. 

The company shall not obtain a Crown 
grant of tue island, or any uart of it, 
or acquire any rights to> tno land until 
the expiration of seven years from the 
date upon which the Chief Commissioner 
of Lands and Works has been satisfied 
that me required number of settlers has 
been placed on the island, and not until 
alter all the oilier terms and conditions 
of l in- agreement have been fully com- 
plied Willi. 

The roads, streets, bridges and 
wharves made and erected by tile com- 
pany, shall be under the supervision and 
control of the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works; ami any local sys- 
tem of survey and allotment made ny 
the company, for the convenience of its 
members must be tirst approved by the 
Chief Commissioner of Lauds and Woriss 
before being carried into effect. 

The improvements made by the com- 
pany, to entitle it to tne land grant, 
must be lo the satisfaction of the Chief 
Commissioner, ami amount in tin; aggre- 
gate of value to .?2.a0 for every acre 
of the whole 28,000 acres, more or less, 
of Malcolm island. 

The company shall place a settler or 
head of a family on Malcolm island for 
each SO acres in the island. 

'Each settler shall be required to sign 
an undertaking that under no circum- 
stances shall lie have any claim against 
the government for improvements made 
in the name of the company, and that 
there may be no possibility nf n mis- 
understanding, these undertakings shall 
he in the Finnish language with :i dupli- 
cate in English attached and both bear- 
ing the seal of the company. 

Provision is made by which any agree- 
ment mnde by the company with the In- 
dustrial Power company -0 respect to 
pulp wood, shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Chief Commissioner, 

The settlers wili be required to sign 
a declaration, in their own language, 
and in English that they will become 
British subjects, and take the oath of 
allegiance; that they will conform to th" 
requirements of the law without refer- 
ence to any "conscience clauses" or re- 
ligious or political doctrines they may 
bold: that they nre willing, whenever 
called upon, to bear arms in defence of 
• he country Hint all their children shall 
be educated In the public schools <hi thn 
E""lisb himtnnge. 

11. — The company is to submit annua!- 
|v i„ 'lie eoyprnmpnt n full report of the 
preceding year's operations. 

12. — In case of the failure of thn enm- 
nnny from nnv eni'«e whutsnever. it Is 
provided that the pffatrs of the company 
jii'p to .be placed in the hands or the 
Chief Commissioner to act as a receiver, 
■'ml Hi n't t'-n net-ct^ of the conwanv shall 
be dispelled of and nrrnugeri en rbe in- 
terests of the settlers bv arbitration. 



PRECAUTIONS AGAINST PLAGOJE 

Instructions to Vessels Plying Between 
Canada and Glasgow. 

Ottawa, Nov. 1.— (Special)— The Di- 
rector-General of Public Health has sent 
a circular to steamship companies whose 
vessels ply from Glasgow and Liverpool 
requesting them to instruct the medi- 
cal ofllcers on such steamships to take 
the temperature of all persons on board 
within 24 hours preceding the expected 
arrival of the vessel nt a Canadian port, 
and to hand the record to the quaran- 
tine Officer on arrival. Attention is also 
drawn to the conveyance of plague by 
rats, nnd the companies nre asked to 
have their Liverpool and Glasgow ves- 
sels provided with funnel-shaped metal- 
lic guards to be placed on all ropes and 
hawsers stretched between the vessel 
and the wharf.

Sales of C. P. R. Lands Show 
Enormous Increase Over 
Last Year. 



Compared With Corresponding 
Month of 1900 October 
Shows Great Gain. 



Winnipeg, Nov. 1.— C. P. R. land de- 
partment sales for the^month of October 
were 150,570.00 acres for $405,055.02, 
and for the previous month the sales 
were 00,000.40 acres for $107,057.01. 

For the mouth or October, 1900, the 
sales aggregated 18.85S.S0 acres for 
?02,700.54. 

Up to the present date the sales for 
11)01 amounted to 540,848.42 acres for 
$1,324,002.41, This is an increase over 
the same period for the previous, year, 
the sales for the corresponding months 
being 382,180.18 acres for $1,224,150.02. 

With regard to tho question of in- 
crease in the price of C. P. R. lands, 
Commissioner Grifflu "states that there 
has been no change nf policy on the part 
of the company. As the demand in- 
creases in particular localities, tho 
prices are advanced in accordance with 
value. Any other course would simplv 
mean that the best lands would fall into 
the hands of speculators, who would ex- 
pect: to sell for a figure in excess of the 
increased price charged by the railway 
company. The policy of the company in 
administering their lands has always 
been to deal liberally with the settlers, 
and as far ns possible to discourage 
speculation. 



CLAIMS TO BE 

A LORD'S SON 



Some Stranqe Investigations 
Now Proceeding Before the 
Spanish Courts. 



.Madrid, Nov. 1.— The name of "Snck- 
ville" is figuring in strange investiga- 
tions, which are occupying the attention 
of the courts here. A local lawyer has 
applied to the courts to recognize the 
legitimacy of a client who claims to be 
a son of a certain "Lord Sackville," 
secretary of legation at Madrid about 
tlie year 1853. The claimant alleges 
that the diplomatist married a well 
known Spanish dancer, Pcppita Duriin, 
and had three daughters and a son by 
the marriage, but the marriage regis- 
ter was subsequently tampered with and 
the name of the Peppita Durans, danc- 
ing master, Antonio do la Oliva, was 
substituted for tlie original entry. The 
examining magistrate appointed experts 
to examine the register and the courts 
have confirmed the statement that the 
original name of the husband, whatever 
it was had been scratched out and the 
name of Oliva had been substituted. 

London. Nov. '2. — In connection with 
the Madrid despatch TTferving to "Lord 
Sackville." it is pointed out that the 
present Lord Sackville, the former min- 
ister of Great Britain at Washington, 
although be was in the diplomatic ser- 
vice prior to 1853, was not attached to 
the British legation at Madrid until 11 
years after that date. Moreover, he did 
not succeed to the title until 1SS8. 



TORONTO BUILDING. 

Amount Shows a Prosperous State in 
Ontario Capital. 

Toronto. Nov. 1.— (Special)— The build- 
ing business in Toronto Ibis year has 
already very nearly reached tlie two mil- 
lion mark. The total value represented 
by permits issued up to the end of Octo- 
ber was $1,004,248, $60,000 more than 
the tidal operations of 1000: Up to the 
end of October last year the permits is- 
sued totalled $1,038,750. The Palace 
hotel, for which no permit is yet issued, 
will add SSOO.OOO to the total. 



MISS STONE. 



Hitch in the Negotiations Causing Re- 
newed Anxiety. 

Constantinople, Nov. 1. — The ense of 
Miss Stone has again become more seri- 
ous. The brigands, it appears, aro still 
holding out for the £25,000 ransom, and 
it is feared that should they persist in 
their demand, Miss Stone will have to 
be sacrificed. Nevertheless, the nego- 
tiations are still proceeding. Anxiety 
prevails at the United States legation 
this evening, whence there has been an 
actve ex-chance of telegrams between 
rotary Eddy and various points.

London, Nov. 2.— Lord Kitchener has 
reported severe lighting near Bethel, 
Eastern Transvaal, in which two guns 
were lost and the casualties were heavy. 

The following is the text of Lord Kit- 
chener's despatch, dated Pretoria, Nov. 
1: 

"I have just heard of a severe attack 
made on the rear guard of Col. Benson's 
column, when about 200 miles north of 
Bethel, near Brakenlugte, during a thick 
mist. The strength of the enemy is re- 
ported to have been a thousand. They 
rushed two guns with the rear guard, 
but it is uncertain whether they wero 
able to remove them. I fear our casual- 
ties were heavy. Col. Benson was wound- 
ed, but not severely. A relieving column 
will reach him this morning." 

Later Lord Kitchener telegraphs as- 
follows: 

"Col. Barter, who marched from the 
constabulary line yesterday, reached 
Benson's column early this morning 
Friday), unopposed, lie reports that 
Col. Benson died of his wounds. The 
casualties are: 

"Killed— 'Col, Cninoss, Major F. B. 
Murray, Captains W. M. Lindsay anil 
F. T. Thorold. Lieutenants E. V. 1. 
Broke and R. E. Sheppard. and Second 
Lieut. A. ,T. Corlett. Died of his 
wounds, Capt. Eyre Lloyd." 

Lord Kitchener then gives the names 
of 13 other officers who were wounded, 
most of them severely, and announces 
that 54 non-commissioned ofbeors and? 
men were killed nnd 100 wounded, add- 
ing thnt four of the latter have since 
died of their wounds. The despatch 
then says: 

"I nsstime thnt the two guns hnve beon> 
recovered and the enemy lias withdrawn,, 
but I have no further details. 

"I deeply regret the loss of Col. Ben- 
son nnd the ofllcers and men who fell' 
with him. In Benson the service loses 
a most gallant and capable Officer, who 
invariably led his column with marked 1 
success and judgment, 

"The fighting was at very close quar- 
ters nnd maintained with great, determin- 
ation bv both sides. The enemy suffer- 
ed heavily, hut I hnve not yet received' 
a reliable estimate. 

"The Boers retired east." 

Col. Benson had been for some time 
operating in the vicinity of Bethel, which 
is northeast of Standorton. 

He surprised a Boer laager on October 
22, near Trichardsfontoin, taking 37 
prisoners. Three days later, according to 
Lord Kitchener's report at the time, af- 
ter a long night march] the commandoes 
under Grobelar and Erasmus heavily at- 
tacked Benson's rear g'unrd and Hanks: 
nt ZirvaTkfontein, but wore easily driv- 
en away," 

Whether this was the attack which 
resulted so disastrously or whether the 
Boers, who hud been repulsed, took ad- 
vantage of the mist to renew the attack, 
is still unexplained. Lord Kitchener 
does not give the dnte of the Bethel en- 
gagement. 

TALK OF REPRISALS. 

Amsterdam. Nov. 1. — The Boer depu- 
tation here summoned Messrs. Leyds 
and von Boschoteii by telegraph yester- 
day from Brussels, to consider despatch- 
es received from the Boer leaders in the 
field, saying that the fighting burghers 
were determined to make reprisals, if 
the British continued hanging and shoot- 
ing rebels, and others to the effect that 
the Boer authorities in South Africa af- 
firm the adoption of reprisals would be 
bad policy, and that in order to strength- 
en their position they, request Mr. Kru- 
gcr to let them know his opinion, as he 
still has the greatest hold on the mind' 
of the burghers. The meeting lastod 
four hours and it was decided to advise 
Mr. Kruger to comply with the request 
of the Boer authorities and take the 
opportunity to bring the subject of Brit- 
ish execution in South Africa before the 
European public in an open letter. Dr. 
Leyds has gone to Hilversiim to present 
the matter to Mr. Kruger. 

CAPTURE OF BOERS. 

London. Nov. 2. — A despatch from 
Lord Kitchener dated Pretoria, says- 
Col. Kokewich, during a sight surprise 
of Van Albert's laager, about 00 miles, 
west of Pretoria, captured 78 Boers.

Line. 



Queen City Sights a Ship's Cabin 
Door Floating Off the 
Coast. 



Steamer Idzumi iMarti. (Jnpt. Curuow, 
of the N. Y. K. line, arrived at the Out- 
er wharfl yesterday biuruilig alter a 
rough passage of 16 days from Yoko- 
hama. She entered the Straits during 
the heavy gale on Thursday night and 
tied up at William Head in the early 
looming. After spending a couple of 
hours at the Outer wharf she proceeded 
in the Sound at: uoon. She had no 
freight for Victoria in her large cargo of 
3,405 Ions of silk, both raw and eased 
goods, matting and miscellaneous mer- 
chandise, the greater portion of which is 
consigned to Eastern points. There was 
mote matting offering than sin; could 
cany. The passenger list was small. 
There was one saloon passenger anil -IS 
Japanese steerage, none of whom lauded 
here. 

On her outbound trip she will be loaded 
to the guards, and will be unable to take 
freight from this city, for already her 
full capacity has been contracted for. 
She sails again on November 12. During 
•December there will be three sailings of 
steamers of this line, as well as the 
Dodwell liners, the O. 'P. 11, steamers 
and other Oriental liners, so that Vic- 
toria will have good steamship connec- 
tion with the Orient. The Klnshiu 
FAIaru -which is due on November 21, will 
sail on December 3rd. the Kaga Maru 
on the 17th and the To.ta iMaru o.i the 
31st. 

This is to be the last trip of the Idsumi 
Maru on this route for on her arrival 
at Yokohama she is to be placed in 
the .Japan-Bombay service, and the fine 
now steamer Shinanao Maru, which was 
one of the best steamers on the Yoko- 
hama-European route, will be placed in 
service between the Orient and Victoria 
and Seattle in her place. The Shinanao 
will make her first trip from Japan for 
Victoria tit the beginning of the New 
Year, and is due here on January 14. 

During the following mouth Victorians 
will have an opportunity of seeing the 
most recently built liner of the Nippon- 
Yuson-Kuisha, the fine six thousand ton 
steamer Iyo Maru, rwhicli was launched 
about two mouths ago at Nagasaki. She 
will leave Yokohama for Victoria about 
the end of January, and is due here on 
February 11. The N.-Y.-K. fleet will 
from now on consist of the ateameYs 
Kara iMurii, Iyo 'Maru, iShinnuo Maru, 
Tosa 'Maru, Kinshiu iMaru, and Iliojuu 
'Maru. 

The steamer Empress of China left 
Yokohama yesterday for this 'port. She 
is due here on Tuesday, the 12th. The 
steamer China left Yokohnnin on Oc- 
tober 30 for San Francisco via Hono- 
lulu, and she is due to reach the Golden 
<rate four days later than the Empress 
arrives here, notwithstanding the fact 
that she .sailed from the Japanese port 
two days before the Empress. Steamer 
Victoria of the N. P. line sailed from 
Yokohama for this port on October 20, 
and is due to arrive here on Monday, 
November 11. 



SCOW TURN'S TURTDE. 

Capsized While en Route to Vancouver 
From Tacoma. 

A despatch from Anacortes says the 
Fairfield hits arrived there 'with an over- 
turned scow. The Fairfield left Ta- 
coma with two scows, each loaded with 
200 tons of coal, and she was el» route 
to Vancouver. While passing through 
Deception pass one of the scows capsized, 
dumping the coal. The other scow "was 
tied up inside the pass awaiting more 
1'avorable weather. The "White Crest 
Canning company, of Anncortes, lost a 
scow and some fish during a recent blow. 
The scow was tied at one of thft com- 
pany's traps near Everett, and wont 
adrift. The company offers a reward for 
its recovery. 



VALENCIA FINED. 

Must Pay for Carrying Excess Num- 
ber of Passengers. . ,' 

A fine of $710 was imposed upon the 
steamship Valencia by the Seattle Collec- 
tor of Customs for carrying passengers 
in excess of her license limits. The 
punishment was inflicted in connection 
with the Valencia's voyage from Nome. 
According to the count of the customs 
officers, the Valencia came to Seattle 
with 71 passengers more than the marine 
regulations it nil laws permit a vessel of 
her dimensions and accommodation to 
carry. 

Cnpt. Lnne, master of the steamer, 
contended that the excess passengers 
were stowaways; or that they at least 
went aboard the vessel without regularly 
issued tickets, and presumably through 
the connivance of the purser and subor- 
dinate officers of the ship. He found 
that many of the berths sold to tirst- 
class passengers "were occupied by mem- 
bers of the clandestine crowd. 

An appeal from the decision and fine of 
the customs authorities to the Treasury 
department will be taken by the Pacific 
Packing & Navigation company, which 
owns and operates the Valencia. 

Purser Fielding, of the Valencia, has 
been arrested on a charge of larceny and 
embezzlement of $450. 'He is alleged 
to have converted that sum paid by pas- 
sengers. 



WANTED A CELL. 

How Capt. Sodergren Asked Imprison- 
ment the Haw Refused. 

According to a story from Honolulu, 
iCapt. C. O. Sodergren has arrived then! 
from San Francisco in order to go fo jail. 
He is under sentence to serve six months 
at hard labor for cruelty to a sailor on 
the high seas. The trial was held in 
Honolulu, and resulted in a legal compli- 
cation about as peculiar as ever kept a 



man outside of prison walls. The cap- 
tain wants to go to jail, which is a 
more astounding feature than that the 
law has kept him out after he had been 
adjudged guilty. The, sjnriiier is a man 
of wealth. United States Judge Estee 
in Honolulu having sentenced him to 
six months, the captain appealed to the 
United States court of appeals. He put 
tip a heavy cash bond and brought a 
passenger to San Francisco to prosecute 
the appeal. After consulting his attor- 
neys he changed his mind, gave up the 
appeal and went buck to Honolulu as 
he supposed to serve his sentence. It 
wasn't so easy to get into custody as 
he supposed, though. Judge Kstee said 
that he had no jurisdiction. An appeal 
had been taken, the papers were in 
San Francisco and there was no legal 
showing that the appeal had been dis- 
missed. 'So the captain had not only to 
stay out of jail, but to send or go to 
San Francisco for a certificate of his 
right to imprisonment. He chose the 
latter. 

Sodergren is well known in ship- 
ping circles nlong th«> Pt'.cifh list. lie 

was cotnuinnder of the bark Ilesper at 
the time at the celebrated mutiny on 
thai vessel in IS!).'!. This mutiny was 
a story that traveled all over the world. 
The sailors killed the ""first officer, named 
, Fitzgerald, and intended to treat" the 
skipper in the same manner, ('apt. Sod- 
ergren had his wile with him on that 
voyage, it being his honeymoon trip. The 
sailors intended to take Mrs. Sodergren 
to tin island and maroon her, and make 
a pirate out of the Ilesper. After the 
plot was discovered, the captain's wile 
kept guard with a revolver when her 
husbiw! s>pt. After many troubles 
the Ilesper reached Siin Francisco, 
where one of the mutineers turned 
state's evidence ami two of them were 
hanged. 

ANTIOPF'S NFW MASTER. 

Capt. Geo. 10. .Murray Takes His Fath- 
er's Place as Master of the Clipper. 

Ceo. W. Murray, master of the well 
known clipper Antiope, which i* eft- 
gaged in carrying coal from L;ul\siuitli 
to Honolulu regularly in company with 
other vessels, has given up the command 
of that vessel, and bis son, George E. 
Murray, litis been appointed to the com- 
mand. Cnpt. G. S. Hurray is a native 
of Halifax, being the second son of Geo. 
W. tMurray, of that city. Though but 
23 years of age, he has been noted in 
the papers of two continents for the 
pluck and endurance displayed when 
he was left as the only executive officer 
available when acting as second mate in 
a shipwreck off Cape Horn four years 
ago. The mate was mortally Injured, 
and the captain seriously. He jury rig- 
ged the ship with a negro crew, half 
of whom were sick and paralyzed with 
fright, and successfully navigated the 
vessel into Vaiprniso. There he was 
examined ami passed as master pro- 
visionally before a consular examination. 
Two years ago, being at Taeoma, he 
availed himself of the choice to come 
to this port, and coming here, he passed 
his examination before Cnpt. Gattdin. 
local agent of Marine and Fisheries. It 
has been by merit solely that young Mur- 
ray has advanced. He will be welcom- 
ed by his mauy friends in Victoria upon 
his arrival from Honolulu, including a 
younger brother, who is a student at 
Victoria college.

THE FERRY SERVICE. 

Yesterday's meeting of the Council of 
the 'Hoard of Trade, culled specially to 
discuss with the omcinls of the C. P. R. 
the C. P. N. and the S3. & N. the ar- 
rangements for the transferring of 
freight and mails and passengers be- 
tween this city and Vancouver was very 
satisfactory and illustrates the advan- 
tage of full and open discussions of mat- 
ters of this kind. The merchants pro- 
sent stated thoir views freely and the 
officials were attentive and exceedingly 
desirous to meet as far as tbey could 
what was asked of them. Such a meet- 
ing must necessarily do Rood to all con- 
cerned and being public, there can be 
no misrepresenting what occurred. 

One definite result of Lho conference 
is that there will bo a six-day ear ferry 
service lie! wen Vnncouver and Lady- 
smith, so that freight going niul coming 
will be subject to minimum of delay. On 
the seventh day the Charmer will b< 
available for freight, and indeed it wni 
stated ihy Mr. Peters of the C. P. R. ami 
not denied that the steamer had never 
refused freight. At the same time 
is only reasonable to point out, as he 
did, that the E. & N. contract calls for 
.-ill the Victoria business, and naturally 
the C. I*. R. wants to live up to that 
as closely as possible. The request was 
made to Mr. Courteuay, of the E. & 
N, that arrangements should be made 
so that the freight train from Lady 
.smith can arrive earlier in the day. Thi 
•Mr. Peters explained is a matter with 
which the C. 1'. It. have nothing to do 
•Mr. Courteuay was unable to make any 
definite promise, but we hope his com 
jinny will sec its way clear to meet th 
wishes of the merchants in this regard 
It would undoubtedly lie very much bet- 
ter if the' freight arrived earlier in th 
day than it now docs, which is 4 o'clock. 

Another matter talked about was the 
hour of departure of the Charmer from 
Vancouver, and the unanimous exprt 
sion of opinion of those present was that 
it would be well to tix an hour beyond 
which the boat would not wait for the 
overland train, anil it was thought that 
•1 p. m. was late enough. Capt. Troup 
promised to make arrangements so that: 
passengers for Victoria can always ins- 
certain at what hour the steamer will 
leave, when there is to bo any delay 
and the hour of departure will also be 
posted at the O. V. R. telegraph office in 
Vancouver in advance, and the Central 
Telephone station will bo notified. lie 
was asked if he could not do some thin 
to shorten the time between the two 
cities, and while lie made no promise of 
this, he said that the matter 'Would be 
looked into. 

In this connection it was suggested that 
when the mail does not reach Vant'OU 
ver from the Cast in time to take the 
steamer for this city, it sha'.l be sent 
over to Lndysuiith by the ferry service, 
which leaves at midnight, and in that 
case it would lie brought to Victoria by 
the noon train on the E. & N. This 
is a matter beyond the control of the 
companies und rests wholly with the 
Post Ollico authorities, A resolution 
was passed asking the 'Department' to 
make the necessary arrangements, which 
wo hope will be done.

Some other matters' were spoken of, 
but tho aforegoing were the principal 
subjects of discussion. One of them was 
tho wharfage chargo on small parcels 
for coast points, but nothing was done 
about it. This will doubtless be taken 
up again, and other matters are certain 
to arise which will call for action by 
the dloard. One of them referred to in 
passing, namely, the question of trans- 
portation to the Yukon, and Mr. Peters 
suggested that this ought to be tuken 
up with the representative of the White 
Pass Route, and he added that, as 'Vic- 
toria aud Vancouver are jointly inter- 
ested, there should 'be a joint meeting 
of tho two Boards of Trade. 

The impression produced upon all pre- 
sent by the meeting was highly satis- 
factory, and the conclusions arrived at 
will meet the necessities of the case for 
the present. As the business demands 
of the city increase similar conferences 
can probably be held in the future. 

THE ALASKAN ROCXDARY. 

We have been asked if there Is any- 
thing that the Provincial government 
can or ought to do in regard to the oc- 
cupation by the United States of the 
district lying west of Portland Canal, 
to which reference was made in yester- 
day's Colonist. As far as the United 
States government is concerned, the pro- 
vincial government has no status, nor 
for that matter has tho Dominion gov- 
ernment. Negotiations affecting terri- 
torial rights are carried on by* the 
Imperial authorities only, and even when 
Canadians actually conduct them, they 
do so as Imperial officers. The province 
has an interest in the subject matter, 
however, and in point of fact the great- 
est interest of all for the territory in 
question, if it is held to 'belong to Great 
Britain, will form a part of British Co- 
lumbia and the land will be vested in 
our government. The province will also 
be entitled to tax all property within 
the area and have a right to in revenue 
from the mineral that may be taken out 
there. Under these circumstances, the 
Provincial government would clearly he 
justified in drawing the attention of 
the [Federal government to the fact that 
it is understood that the United States 
is permanently occupying a portion of 
the Coast, the title to which is open to 
question under the Treaty of 1825. If 
this wero done, the Federal authorities 
would probably transmit tho notification 
to the proper office in Loudon and in due 
time it would find its way to Washing- 
ton. Something of the kind ought to 
be done, so that it may not be said here- 
after that the government of British Co- 
lumbia, which is the most concerned in 
the premises remained passive while the 
United States was occupying the district 
and the citizens of that country were 
acquiring rights there under the belief 
that they wero under their own flag. 



THE KING'S BIRTHDAY. 

This day week will be tho sixtieth an- 
niversary of the birth of our Sovereign 
Lord, King Ed-ward VII. <It will be a 
public holiday, and His Majesty has ex- 
pressed tho wish that it shall be offi- 
cially observedi which it will of course 
be. by tho proper state dinners. But is 
there anything that the public can do'.' 
The season is too far advanced for any- 
thing in the way of an out-door cele- 
bration and the time is not long enough 
io arrange one. Nevertheless wo think 
the loyal citizens of Victoria would like 
to mark the day in some manner. The 
festoons of electric lights on the streets 
can be turned on, and the small boy will 
be at liberty as a matter of course to 
make the night resound with lire-crack 
ers. Private citizens might take oeca 
sion to send up a few rockets from their 
respective residences. | At high noon all 
the city churches might ring out a peal 
iii which the fire alarm might join. At 
night tho regular band concert in the 
Drill Hall could take a patriotic form, 
the Parliament Buildings could be light- 
ed up and perhaps the government might 
feel justified in spending a few dollar 
for fireworks to be set olT from the gal- 
lery around the dome, which would make 
thorn visible all over the city. Some one 
else may have some other suggestions. 
We assume that if it. is any sort Of 
a decent day meteorologically speaking, 
there will be something on in the way 
of outdoor games. 

A correspondent directs our atten- 
tion to the fact that the late Henry 
George 'advocated tho unrestricted issue 
of liquor licenses. There is nothing 
new in this. Such a suggestion was 
made time and again before Henry 
George ever thought of it. If our cor- 
respondent will rend carefully what th 
Colonist said on tho subject, he will 
see that it was said in regard to licen- 
ses," it is apparently not yet possible to 
do away with them." This expression 
was employed deliberately and to convey 
the idea that possibly the time may como 
when either there will be no public sale 
of intoxicating liquors or the peopl 
will be educated to a degree which will 
permit of absolutely unrestricted traffic.

With 
such a force on the ground, with no 
lines of communication to protect, witli 
abundant stores of all kinds and the 
finest of arms and ammunition, it is 
intelligible how Krugpr could have issued 
his famous ultimatum. He had good 
reason to think himself in a ] osition 
to dictate terms. The marvel is that we 
were not swept out of South Africa. 

Under a recent decision by tho Hou?<* 
of Lords trades-unions nro liable civilly 
for damages done to persons by pre- 
venting them from working. It has been 
claimed that this decision menus the 
death of trades-unionism, bnt the Iron 
and Coal Trades Review very properly 
points out that it does not in. the least 
interfere with the right of men to unite 
for defence. It only makes them respon- 
sible for what they mny do in the <vay 
of offence. Tho distinction is worth 
noting. Trades-unions for mutual help 
and protection aro nil right. It is when 
they propose to dictate to portions who 
do not belong to them that they do in- 
jury to the community.

•A despatcli in the Times last night 
suys that the King of Italy is to act 
as arbitrator between Great Britain nnd 
Brazil in the matter of the Guinea 
boundary.

It is 
the boundary of Guiana that is in dis- 
pute between Groat Britain and Brazil. 
It is perhaps more accurate to say that 
tho location of the boundary is an open 
question rather than a disputed one.

Birthday Festival.— On the invitation 
of Mr. and Mrs. T. M. Brayshaw, a 
large number of friends assembled at 
their residence, Broughton street, on 
Thursday evening, for the purpose °f 
celebrating the twenty- first birthday an- 
niversary of their eldest son, Alexan- 
der. A sumptuous table was spread for 
the guests, at the head of which sat Mr. 
Brayshaw, with bis son to his right. Af- 
ter justice had boon done to the good 
things provided, Mr. Brayshaw, with 
a few brief but timely remarks, present- 
ed his son witli a beautiful gold watch 
and chain, with best wishes for his fit 
ture welfare, and with the hope that he 
might be long spared to wear It Sn af- 
fectionate remembrance of boyhoods 
happy days nnd the paternal fireside. 
The young man was tho recipient or 
many other useful nnd unique presents. 
The balance of the evening was spent in 
song and dance and Hallowe'en games 
and tricks, the party breaking tip ^yeIl 
pleased with the evening's enjoyment. 



An important conference was held yes- 
terday in tho Board of Trade rooms be- 
tween members of the council of the 
Board of Trade and representatives of 
the Canadian Pacific and Esquimalt it 
Nanainio railway companies, on trans- 
portation questions affecting Victoria. 

L. G. McQinide, president of the 
board, occupied the chair, and the mem- 
bers of the council present were: Thos. 
Earle, M.P., C. F. Todd, D. It. Ker, 
Capt. Cox., R. Seabrook, A. G. McCand- 
less, J. A. Mara, J. Piercy, Col. Prior. 
M. J'., C. II. Lugrln, S. Leiser and oth- 
ers. Capt. Trouj) and Fred. W. Peters 
represented the C. P. R., and Geo. L. 
Courtney the K. & N. 

The first question discussed was the 
arrival of freight at*. Vancouver from 
Eastern points. 

Mr. Peters said the C P. R. had one 
freight which was timed to arrive at (! 
p.m., but it was sometimes late, some- 
times on time. Other freight trains 
came at irregular times. The ferry to 
Ladysmith left at between 10 and 12 
p.m. Freight arriving at Vancouver 
after (i p.m. was not forwarded till next 
day, mainly on account of the freight 
being mixed with Vancouver freight. 

lie ferry had been very irregular dur- 
ing the past month for various reasons, 
the accidents at the mines, etc.. but Mr. 
Courtney was putting the service on a 
better system. The ferry was run 
ry day except Saturday and Sunday, 
and it was under consideration to give 
a daily service. 

In an'wer to questions ns to shipping 
broken lots per steamer Channel', [Mr. 
Courtney said Hint it was as easy to 
load the freight into a car as on a steam- 
er. 

Mr. Peters said about half the freight 
for Victoria oame in broken lots and it 
was often impossible to make up a car 
on the day of arrival at Vancouver. The 
agreement with the E. & X. Was that, 
in consideration of the ferry service, the 
C. P. R. should transfer all freight for 
Victoria to tin' E. & X. Thev, the C. 
P. R.. would gladly bring the freight 
over by the Charmer, if such action 
would accommodate Victoria business- 
men. 

The matter of delay in delivery of 
freight nt Victoria was very fully dis- 
cussed. It was alleged that freight was 
not delivered promptly, often not for 
two or thr»e (lays after, arrival at Van- 
couver. This state of affairs, it was 
contended, should be. remedied by a 
daily ferrv service, ami the early ar- 
rival in Victoria of the E. & X. freight 
train from Ladysmith. 

Mr. Peters stated that he had con- 
sulted with Mr. Courtney regarding dill- 
ing the .Saturday and Sunday gap, by 
running the ferry on those days or 
bringing the freight over by steamer. Tie 
explained that all freight for western 
points was sorted at Winnipeg. Wher- 
ever possible full cars were made up for 
Victoria, but if there was less than a 
carload on any dav for Victor!", it was 
made tip for Vancouver. Minnesota 
Transfer is the great sortine point for 
freight coining through the States. He 
explained at some length the methods 
or handling freight and the many diffi- 
culties which had to be contended with 
in the effort to secure prompt delivery 
nt all points. 

One member suggested that small lots 
of freight might be brought over on the 
Charmer with advantage, and another 
thought 'he ("ievaeco nraht be removed 
by tho E. & 'N. making better time. 

In answer to a question by Mr. Earle 
as to exactly what service was now be- 
ing furnished. Mr. Peters said his com- 
pany delivered freight to the 'E, & N. 
every day except Saturday and Sunday. 
They could not control the freight after 
it had been handed over to the E. & N. 
The merchants of Victoria had, be un- 
derstood, insisted upon a ferry service, 
in preference to the steamer service, 
and the C. 1*. R. were doit"' their part 
of the newi arrangement. He asked if 
,'hipmonts every (lay except Sunday 
would be satisfactory. 

Several members denied that the 
merchants of Victoria, collectively, had 
asked for the ferry -service, and stated 
that, so far as they were aware, it was 
an arrangement between the railway 
companies. 

Mr. Earle saiil if there must bo a 
blank day in the week, he would favor 
Saturday'. In that way freight wou'd 
be brought over on Sunday and Would 
bo ready for delivery on Monday morn- 
ing. 

A discission pros" :i« to the shortcom- 
ings of the C. P. R. last year with re- 
cord t" the daylight service. It was not 
what the people had asked for nor ex- 
pected, as the running time between 
ports was far too long. This was out- 
side the question at issue, and when the 
meeting got back to business. Mr. peters 
again explained that nil freight had to 
go to the E. Sc. iN. under their agree- 
ment. The O. P. R. would prefer 
bringing it over on their own steamers, 
as they could handle it much more pro- 
fitably to themselves. Under the pres- 
ent arrangements the C. P. R. wpre los-

arriving 'Saturday and Sunday would 
be available on Monday morning. 

Mr, Todd insisted that there should 
be a seven-day service. 

Mr. Courtney pointed out that there 
was not enough freight to warrant it. 

Mr. McCandless suggested that the 
question of the ferry service be allow- 
ed to stand for a few days, in order that 
a proper understanding be nrrived at. 
There were other merchants, not mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade, who should 
have a chance to express their opinions. 

The chairman said the merchants who 
took an interest in the question should 
have become members of the Board ui 
Trade. 

Tho subject of shipments from Vic 
toria to Mainland points was brought 
forward by Mr. Earle, and Mr. Peter 
informed the meeting that the C 1*. It. 
were shipping freight by steamer six 
days a week to the Mainland, and that 
no wharfage was charged on these ship 
meats, except on goods destined for 
Vancouver. Goods, and especially car 
load lots, could he shipped by the Lady- 
ntith ferry also. 

At Mr. Earle's suggestion that these 
facts wore not generally known, Mr. 
Peters promised to advertise them. 
The ferry service was again reverted 
and Mr. Peters said the C. P. R. 
would like to give the city a daily ser- 
vice. That was the original intention, 
and when they found it was not being 
done, they insisted that the service 
should be improved. The C. P. R. were 
anxious to meet, the wishes of shippers, 
and if any grievance arose they were 
always ready to discuss it and apply a 
remedy. Shippers could ship by the 
steamers any (lav. 

Mr. Todd asked if the C. P. R .insured 
goods coming by the Ladysmith ferry 
or the Charmer, and Mr. I'eters said 
they did not. The insurance only cov- 
ered the land haul, and this applied 
to shipments over the Great Lakes and 
everywhere where marine risks were in- 
curred. 

Mr. MeCnndless complained of the 
wharfage charges on small parcels — to 
cents on everything under live pounds. 
In some eases the freight and wharfage 
on small parcels almost equalled the 
value of the contents.^ lie instanced a 
case in point of a parcel sent to Alherni, 
tho wharfage and freight on which 
amounted to the whole value. 

Mr. Peters said the matter had been 
brought to his attention, nnd he had in- 
structed the 0. P. R .agent* at Albcrnl 
and other places that where several par- 
cels addressed to the same Individual 
were received on one day. they siiou.ni 
he considered as one shipment and 
whurfat'" charged accordingly. The com- 
pany did not care to handle small unr- 
eels; there was no profit on them and of- 
ten loss by breakage. They should be' 
sent by mail. 

■Mr. MeCandless pointed o-it that many 
articles could not be sent by mail and 
that ns the O. I*. R. were common car- 
riers, they were bound to curry uniail 
parcels. 

With regard to the Charmer's time be- 
tween Vancouver and Victoria, Capt. 
Troii]) said the steamer was making as 
good time as she was capable of; she 
might make it ID minutes better. He 
feared no faster time could bp expected 
till the new lS-knot boat is built. The 
company is using the same quality of 
eoM as in former years. 

It was suggested that the Hating 
might be pur on the run. To which 
Capt. Troup answered that tho accom- 
modation on the Hating was not sipim 
to that of the Charmer. 

Respecting tho connection at Vancou- 
ver. Capt. Troup said that had always 
been regulated by the general superin- 
tendent of the C. P.' R. at Vancouver. 
He would like n suggestion as to exactly 
what was desired. 

A desultory discussion followed, in 
which the arrival and departure of tho 
train and boat to and from Vancouver 
were very fully talked over. Finally it 
was decided to ask that the steamer bo 
held for not more than three hours for 
arrival of the mails— that is till 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Leiser suggested that when the 
train was late the mail might he sent 
over on the Ladysmith ferry, and in that 
way reach Victoria at noon instead of 
ate in the evening of the following day. 



The meeting then adjourned.

But 
it is nui believed that beyond what lie 
may say there will be much more testi- 
mony taken in the case. Tlie only w it- 
nesses that the judge advocate has in 
mind is Lieut. Strauss and ('apt. Lem- 
ley said today that if the Lieutenant's 
attendance could lie secured lie would 
detain the court for a short time only. 

('apt. Sigsbee will also return to 'the 
stand on Monday to make corrections 
in the testimony given yesterday by him. 
These details completed, argument of 
counsel will begin and counsel and pub- 
lic will withdraw and leave the court to 
its deliberations. Tlie tasl; before tho 
court is not a light one, and it may be 
weeks before the html verdict will be 
reached. Today's witnesses were Mr. 
Sylvester Scovel, a former newspaper 
correspondent, who saw service in the 
Cuban campaign, Lieut. Hood, who 
commanded the Hawk during tlie Span- 
ish wiir, and also a number of officers 
who were heard yesterday and who re- 
turned to the stand to correct testimony. 
The court held only one session and ad- 
journed over until 'Monday. The at- 
tendance or the court today was the 
smallest ninco the session began.

The Surrey Farmers' Institute held a suc- 
cessful meeting In the school housa lit 
Hall's l'rairle on tlie afternoon of October 
^titli, Mr. Ij. Johnson, the president, in the 
chair. 

The secretary rend a number of coinmuni- 
catlous relating to stuniplng powder, which 
was followed hy u discussion. 

The president then called on Mr. Duncan, 
0. Anderson for his address on "Breeding 
and Feeding Hogs." Mr. Anderson stated 
that the first thing a farmer had to do in 
the production of anything was to see . 
his market, it was admitted by all that 
British Columbia farmers had an unlimited 
home market foi ail the hogs they could 
raise, as the value of pork products Im- 
ported into Urltlsh Columbia in the year 
11)00 amounted to $1,000,000. The position 
here today was something similar to that 
of Ontario In 1891. Ontario at that time 
exported $000,000 worth to Great ltritaln, 
hut relmported pork products to the valui 
of $1,800,000 from the United States, while 
at present Ontario exported yia.ooo.ooo 
worth of pork products to Great ltritaln. 
As to breed, he would state without any 
doubt Unit Hie Improved Berkshire was the 
breed for Urltlsh Columbia, as we had a 
home market to supply, while In Ontario 
thev had to cross with Tamworth and 
Yorkshires to suit the English trade. Next 
in Importance was when to kill or sell. In 
Ontario when the hog weighed ISO to 200 
pounds live weight, this class of lilies 
fetched the highest price, while tiere In 
British Columbia a hog that would dress 
from 00 to 120 pounds secured the highest 
price and also was the cheapest to raise. 
As to feeding, It will not pay to raise on 
grain only: fanners must use clover in sum- 
mer and roots la winter. lie himself was 
a strong believer In cooking feed for hogs 
If find Is not too dear, but he would steam 
and not boll. He steamed his roots, then 
mixed In his meal, shorts, oats, barley or 
pens, ground, till It formed a still' mass, 
not sloppy, so that you could handle It with 
a spade, one kind id' grain was not as 
good as a variety. As to choosing a brood 
sow, he wou.d never go in the expense of 
a pedigreed sow. although he was a firm 

believer In the villi f thoroughbred stock 

in draw males from to put new blood Into 
stock from time to time. "Do not choose 
your sow from a fn!l litter," although on 
this point our conditions here might vary 
a little from Ontario. In Ontario they did 
not gel enough exercise la winter, and 
therefore grow short. lie did not want 
curly hair, hut he liked a curly tall and 
twelve tils. lie would serve at eight 
months. When Ills sow farrowed he fed 
a little gruel tlie first til hours, and would 
not feed full rations for two weeks, lie 
would castrate yomur |i!^ r s when three 
weeks old. If done at this age It did not 
put any check upon tint pig's growth what- 
soever. A clean pen ami a dry bed was 
most important. He would raise the be I 
two feet from the lloor, as this was a grent 
heln to keep It dry. He was a firm believer 
in mixed farming. In 38 years' experience 
he never had a failure In all branches, and 
neither had he experienced low prices in 
all lines In that time. 

Q,— Any cure for sows eating pigs? 
\ns.— No cure. 

Q.— Feeding roots when fattening did not 
produce soft pork. 

Ans.— He produced firm pork although 
soft pork whs one of the hog raisers troub- 
les for which they could not account. Thev 
had made experiments with feeding, by 
feeding milk and grain, grass and grain and 
roots and grain, and still they would have 
an animal dress Into soft pork sometimes. 
The highest priced bacon and ham on 1 1 
Kiigllsh market was the Wiltshire, which 
was fed on boiled potatoes and hurley. 
0.— Host temperature to scald hogs? 
Ans.— Kir, to ISO degrees. 
The president then called on Mr. Andrew 
Rlllott for his address on "Feeds and Feed- 
ing." He did not believe farmers could 
raise Ilrst class bacon without roots, He 
differed with Mr. Anderson on the point of 
cooking feed for hogs, that Is taking fuel 
and labor Into account. In Ontario they 
fed mixed grains and roots and they pro- 
duced bacon which fetched from "J cents 
to 5 cents a pound more than United States 
bacon fed on corn. The only competition 
thev had was Danish, English and Irish; 
the United States was not In It. Mixed 
June grass was a perfect ration, hut the 
length of time It was perfect was short, 
anil farmers had to study the value of dif- 
ferent plants so as to have a balanced 
ration the year round. Timothy was too 
one sided. Timothy and clover did not 
come In together for hay, sis the time va- 
ried when they should he cut. to contain 
the grealest feeding value. lie was a great 
believer In turnips, although the analysis 
value was low. he believed that the juice 
of tlie turnip had a great value to extract 
the feeding values from rough feeds. In a 
new country like lirltlsh Columbia fanners 
should keen more sheep to help to clear 
the land. He firmly believed that Ontario 
would not occupy the position she held to- 
day If It had not been for sheep In her 
early days. Weight for weight, ratio was 
the very host feed for all kinds of stock, 
there being only one danger, that being 
bloat. 

Moved, seconded and carried that a vote 
of thanks he tendered the speakers.

The secretary read a communication re 
farmers mutual Insurance. 

.Mr. Andrew Elliott rose and addressed 
the meeting as to bis experience with a 
farmers' mutual insurance company, also 
giving an outline as to the manner In which 
it was managed. He bad belonged to one 
since 1854. Last year It cost liiin 515 on 
close on $10,000 Insurance. Tlie highest lie 
ever hail to pay was SIM on $0,000. nnd the 
lowest $11 on Sli.tiOO for one year. 

Moved, seconded and carried that this 
Instil lite Is In favor of organizing a Farm- 
ers' Mutual Insurance company. 

The president then called on .Mr. I). I '. 
Anderson for ills address on "Field Roots 
and Potatoes." 

' Why do we raise root crops?" said the 
speaker. We raise root crops to clean, our 
land ami to carry our stock through the 
winter In a thrifty, healthy condition. 
Here I would .like to Impress upon you the 
Importance of agriculture in this our fair 
Dominion of Canada. In tlie year 1809 the 
value of all our fish amounted to $20,000.- 
ooo, our minerals ? lo.ooo.ooo, our lumber 
$80,000,000, our grand total of all our agri- 
cultural products $000,000,000. Our miner- 
als ami lumber will be exhausted In the 
course of time, it therefore remains with 
the fanners of Canada to maintain the 
wealth and prosperity of the Dominion, 
nnd we can only do this by conserving the 
fertility of our soil. To do this we must 
rotate our crops. On my farm I raise a 
seven year rotation, viz: peas; fall wheat, 
roots, oats or barley and seed down, hay. 
Two years pasture. You will see by this 
that I sow peas after sod. This crop takes 
little from the soil. Then comes rail wheat. 
After the fall Wheat Is taken off I skbn the 
land In August; In the fall I plow deep, 
during the winter I spread the manure on 
the snow, work It In, In the spring with the 
disc harrows; keep the fertility near the 
top of the land. The barnyard manure con- 
taining B00 pounds to the ton of organic 
matter, which we call humus: this has the 
ability to conserve the moisture during 
the hot summer months, I plant my pota- 
toes at tlie commencement of June. I plow 
them in every third furrow, tlie furrows 
being 10 Inches wide. This gives me the 
rows 80 Inches apart. I plant i~> Inches 
apart In the rows. As to seed, small sets 
from small potatoes soon' run out; use large 
sets from good sized potatoes, two eyes 
to a set. The end with the most eyes I 'cut 
off and do not plant. From experiments 
carried on for five years this has given an 
average yield of (10 bushels per acre more 
than using small sets from small potatoes. 
'Eight days after planting I harrow and 
continue to harrow every few days till 
the potatoes are up two or three Inches. 
I practise shallow cultivation, as It ■ 
aides the potatoes to make belter use Of 
tho moisture during the hot, dry summer 
months. Turnips I also sow In rows ;!0 
Inches apart, 12 to in Inches apart in the 
row. Here also I practise level cultivation. 
The 'benefits of cultlvnthis the root crop 
Is not only to kill woods, but to cc. v ,-. r the 
hare ground between the rows with a dust 
blanket which has tho effect of conserving 
the moisture for the use or the plant In- 
stead of Its being absorbed by the heat of 
the sun through capillary attraction. 

This address was followed hv Mr. An- 
drew Rlllott. who spoke on "Homo" In 
his address the speaker brought out the 
strong points; of all the advantages of a 
country home over a town or eitv homo. 

A vote of thanks was tendered the speak- 
ers In replv to which Mr. Elliott asked for 
a vote of thanks to the president. Mr. p. 
Johnson, which was given in a most licar.tr 
manner by all the ladles and gentlemen 
present.

BRA DSTREET'S REPORT. 
Toronto, Nov. l.—Brailst rent's tomorrow 
will s*v: The trade situation nt Montreal 
Is. to use the terms of n trade pnoer In the 
'Ea/»t. "good nml active'' for this season. 
Large quantities of freight from the Inter- 



r uro being received for shipment by 
ean vessels, nml the uiovemeut of quan- 
tities of freight from the Jobbing trade to 
Inland water points so as to reach their 
destination before the close of navigation, 
gives added activity to the general move- 
ment In trade. The sorting demand in dry 
goods, hardware and some other ileoart- 
mcnts of trade Is very good, but It Is' felt 
that a droit In the temperature would great- 
ly stimulate the demand In that respect at 
the present time. The outlook for general 
tr.lde Is very favorable. Money is steady 
to firmer. 

At Quebec trade Is generally encouraging. 
A considerable quantity of goods are be- 
ing shipped before the close of navigation, 
[{omittances are coming In better. Shoe 
manufacturers are showing activity nml 
the outlook is favorable. In shipping oir- 
cles activity Is noticed. Two big liners of 
the Lcylnnd line left port during the past 
week with full general cargoes, which 'n- 
cluded 00,000 bnsheds of wheat. 

The sorting demand for general lines In 
wholesale circles at Toronto keeps up vory 
well. considering the weather cnnilitlnns, 
which are decidedly adverse to any expan- 
sion In the movement of heavy cold weath- 
er goods. The grain movement Is larger 
no\y_ there being a very active demand for 
oats and one or two other lines of coarse 
grains, and that has helped business condi- 
tions at a good many countrv centres. But 
until the waefher makes fail work on the 
farms Impossible, the farmers deliveries of 
grain are bound to be light. The conditions 
of trade are sound and the outlook for 11 
smart Improvement I the denmml for sea- 
sonable goods, with the tlrst touch of cold 
weather, Is very encouraging. Money Is 
In good demand, and rates are steady. Val- 
pes of stnple goods are firmly held. Th" 
Increased demand Is having the effect of 
ma idng the jobber as well as the manu- 
facturer more or less Independent of forc- 
ing out goods by offering price concessions. 
Countrv remittances are Improving. There 
is good demand for money and rates are 
firm. 

Hamilton wholesale trade Is unite notice. 
There have been many sorting orders re- 
ceived this week from travelers nml In- 
ula II and a largo proportion of them call 
for nrompt delivery, showing that stocks 
in the hands of retailers arc getting brok- 
en into and that ordering to meet a steady 
expanding demand for the winter Is now 
a feature of the trade. The prospects are 
very promising for the business of the next 
two months. The holiday demand must 
show more activity soon and the prospects 
are rbat It will this year be the largest in 
the history of the country. Payments are 
Improving with the increasing deliveries 
of grain anil other produce In the North- 
west as well as hi Ontario. There ls a 
good demand for money for ninnufaeturlnc 
ami mercantile purposes, and rates are we'l 
ma intnlned. 

Business nt Win, doc- has been Improv- 
ing with the tine weather and the lucre 
Ing deliveries of wheat. Reports on the 
quality of grain are better and It Is now 
conceded that the damage from the mois- 
ture of n few weeks ago was exaggerated. 
There Is a big demand for staple goods for 
the winter trade, and sales for the ensuing 
t"- months are llkelv to be very heavy. 
The outlook Is bright. 

Business at British Columbia trade cen- 
tres are rather more encouraging. At Van- 
couver and Victoria there is a fair move- 
ment reported In full and winter goods for 
retailers who npparentlv expected an In- 
creased deninml soon. There is some 110- 
tlvltv in real estate of the former mention- 
ed city. It Is thought that die establish- 
ment of an assay office there will favorably 
affect trade bv bringing gold which form- 
rly went to the United States points, 
leoan freight rates have declined latelv.

Payments are rather 
slow. 

Trade at London Is active this week. The 
lobbers are getting a good demand for late 
full and winter goods from country points 
and the reports on retail trade In the coun- 
trv arc very fair.

Witnesses Testify to His Good 
Character— Court Takes 
Lenient View. 



Mr. Tait, of Victoria West, formerly 
first assistant of the North Ward school, 
replied for Miss Spragge, who was too 
much moved to reply. 

The company of teachers sat down to 
a bountiful repast. Principal McNeill 
made a delightful host and all present 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 



When -Mr. Justice Drake took his seat 
in the Assize court yesterday morning, 
'.Mr. A. I.. lielyea, K. C, asked leave to 
produce evidence of the previous good 
character of his client, 'Ernest Stevens, 
who was in the dock awaiting sentence 
for shooting Isaac Ilasenfrntz with in- 
tent to do grievous bodily harm, tofl 
which he had been found guilty by the 
jury on Thursday afternoon. 

His Lordship assented to Mr, Belyen'a 
recjuest, and the following gentlemen 
were examined: Rev. W. 1>. Barber, 
Messrs. Leonard Tait, principal of Vic- 
toria West school; Charles Kirk, Wm. 
Dixon and Win. Fa i rail. All spoke 
favorably of the boy, Mr. Tait testifying 
that he had known him for several years 
and that he had always behaved himself 
properly at school, and out of it. lie 
had never heard of Stevens shooting over 
the heads of Chinamen to frighten them. 

Rev. Mr. Barber also spoke in terms 
of praise of the boy's general good eon- 
duet and quiet disposition, ami this was 
corroborated by the other witnesses. 

'Mr. iBelyea .submitted that the evidence 
wont to show that Stevens was rather 
more timid and quiet than the average 
boy. 

Mr. Gordon .Hunter, K.C., said that his 
information regarding Stevens' character 
did not agree with the evidence which 
they had just heard. The police had 
made careful inquiries and the result 
was not favorable, but decidedly damag- 
ing to the boys' reputation. The Crown 
considered him deserving of punishment, 
and that a term in the reformatory 
would satisfy the ends of justice. 

His Lordship observed that the law 
did not contemplate Imprisonment in. a 
reformatory as u punishment for so grave 
an offence. Ho felt, however, thnt it 
would be a misfortune to condemn one so 
young as the prisoner to the penitentiary 
where ho would have to consort with 
hardened criminals, and for that reason 
he felt inclined to use his discretion in 
passing sentence. Then, addressing the 
prisoner, His Lordship pointed out tho 
very grave nature of the crime of which 
he had been convicted. Fortunately the 
improved condition of the wounded man 
gave hope of his recovery, otherwise t lie 
prisoner might have had to answer to a 
charge of murder

To tlie Rdltor, 

Sir.— In your article In today's paper re 
liquor licenses, von draw a parallel between 
them ami grocers' licenses. The latter 
mnv be Obtained by anyone nn application 
for a certain small fee, and the applicant 
may start business If he chose, under u 
few yards of canvas Oil a vacant lot. To 
obtain n rural l|quor license, on the other 
hand, the applicant mtisl obtain the consent 
of two-thirds of the residents In the vicin- 
ity, must be of a certain age, must have 
resided In the province for twelve months 
previous to the application, must have a 
house with a certain number of bedrooms, 
and stabllnj; and feed for a certain number 
of horses, with many other harassing condi- 
tions: ndd to this a license fee many times 
the amount of nny other trade license. Is 
It not conceivable that your recommenda- 
tions may work a hardship to the owners 
of 11 property of that description. The late 
Henry George, (in the Interests of temper- 
ance), advocated the granting of liquor li- 
censes, as unrestricted as any other trade 
licenses. The possible consequences of 
such a course may appear appalling to some 
goods folks, but there are many who ngreo 
with the eminent political economist, that 
herein lies a solution of a difficult problem.
